W HEREAS tlie Local Government Board for Ireland have 
made the Provisional Order set forth in the Schedule here- 
unto annexed under the provisions of the Public Health (Ireland) 4i&42Vict. 
Act, 1878 : 52 ' 

5 And whereas it is requisite that the said Order should be 
confirmed by Parliament : 

Be it therefore enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, 
by and with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and

TOWN OF CARRICK-ON-SUIR,. 

PROVISIONAL ORDER. 

WHEREAS the Towns Improvement (Ireland) Act, 1854, has been adopted 5 
and is in force in the township of Carrick-on-Suir, in the counties of Tipperary 
and Waterford, and the population of the said township, according to the last 
Parliamentary census, exceeds 6,000, and the Town Commissioners of the said 
township under the said Act are the Urban Sanitary Authority of the Urban 
Sanitary District, consisting of the said township, acting as a Sanitary Authority 10 
under the provisions of the Public Health (Ireland) Act, 1878, and are constituted 
a body corporate for the purposes of the said Act by the Public Health (Ireland) 
Amendment Act, 1879, and are herein-after called the Sanitary Authority : 

And whereas the Sanitary Authority are about to widen, enlarge, and improve 
the streets, situated in the said Urban Sanitary District, called William Street 15 
and Town Wall, in the Parish of Carrick, in the Town of Carrick-on-Suir, in 
the County of Tipperary, in pursuance of the Public Health (Ireland) Act, 1878, 
section 38, and to purchase certain lands and premises required for the purposes 
of such widening, enlargement, and improvement, and have deposited at the 
Office of the Local Government Board for Ireland in Dublin a plan and a book 20 
of reference thereto showing the several lands and premises required for the 
purposes aforesaid, and have published the several advertisements and served 
the several notices in that behalf required by the Public Health (Ireland) Act, 
1878, and have presented a petition, under seal, to the Local Government Board 
for Ireland, containing the statements required by the said Act, and praying that 25 
the Sanitary Authority may, with reference to the lands and premises described 
in the said deposited plan and book of reference, be allowed to put in force the 
powers of the Land Clauses Acts with respect to the purchase and taking of 
lands otherwise than by agreement, and such prayer was supported by°the 
evidence required by the said Board. gQ 

And whereas on receipt of the said Petition, and on due proof of the proper 
advertisements having been published and notices served, the Local Government 
Board for Ireland have taken the said Petition into consideration, and have 
directed a local inquiry to be made as to the propriety of assenting to the prayer 
of the said petition, and the said inquiry has been made and completed, and it 35 
appears therefrom that it is proper to assent to the prayer of the said petition. 

It is ordered by the Local Government Board for Ireland, as follows 
1. From and after the time when this Order shall have been confirmed by 
Act of Parliament the Sanitary Authority shall be empowered to put in force the

powers of the Lands Clauses Acts with respect to the purchase and taking of 
lands otherwise than by agreement, with respect to the lands and premises 
described in the said deposited plan and book of reference, and required for the 
purposes herein-before mentioned. 

5 2. In this Order the expression “ the Lands Clauses Acts means and includes 

the Lands Clauses Consolidation Act, 1845, as the same is amended by the 
Lands Clauses Consolidation Act Amendment Act, 1860 ; the Railways Act 
(Ireland), 1851 ; the Railways Act (Ireland), 1860 ; the Railways Act (Ireland), 
1864 ; and the Railway Traverse Act. 

10 3. The compulsory powers of purchasing and taking lands and premises 

conferred by this Order shall not be exercised after the expiration of three years 
from the time of the confirmation of this Order by Parliament. 

4. All the costs, charges, and expenses of and incidental to the applying for, 
preparing, obtaining, and confirming this Order, and otherwise in relation thereto, 

15 shall be paid by the Sanitary Authority. 

5. This Order may be referred to and cited for all purposes as the “ Carrick- 
on-Suir (Town) Provisional Order, 1887.”
